The landmarks of the city—its show places 
the Spreckels building, the Call building, 
the great Phelan block, and the immense 
Palace hotel, said to be one of the largest in 
the world, practically are in ruins. The Majes- 
tic, the Grand, the Columbia, and the Or- 
pheum theaters are piles of smoking ruins. 

Ch'#atown Wiped Out. 

Chinatown is now a reminiscence. The 
Chinese theaters and joss houses are in ruins 
and rookery after rookery has collapsed, cov- 
ering alive hundreds of the celestials. Panic 
reigns among the countless thousands of the 
Chinese, and they Gill the streets, dragging 
whatever they could save from the wrecks. 

The Japanese quarter has been burned out 
and from the part not destroyed the people 
have fied in terror. 

The flameswept area covers over ten square 
miles. 

Another Shock at Night. 

As night descended upon the city of death 
and destruction the fact that there are no 
lights brought on fresh terror, which was 
accentuated by the third sharp shock, we 
came just before dark. 

As the flames spread into the residence 
districts people left their homes and fied to 
the parks and squares, 

The city resembles one vast shambles with 
the red glare of the fire throwing weird 
shadows across the worn and panic-stricken 
faces of the homeless, who are wandering 
the streets or sleeping on piles of mattresses 
and clothing in the parks and on the side- 
walks in those districts not * reached by 
the fire. 

Scene of Dire Grandeur. 

Forgetting for a moment the terrible suf- 
fering, physical and financial, that trails in 
the wake of the disaster, the scene presented 
by the flames is one of unspeakable grandeur.

Flames Creeping on Dead and Injured. 

The worst feature of the night is that the 
temporary morgue and hospital, established 
in Mechanics’ pavilion, now crowded with 
the dead and injured, is threatened with de- 
struction by fire. The troops, the firemen, 
and the police are Heins dynamite to hold 
back the flames from the building, but are 
holding men in readiness to move the wound- 
ed if the fires reach the structure. 


Leave Dead to Burn. 

Through all the streets automobiles and 
express wagons are hurrying, carrying the 
dead and injured to the morgues and the hos- 
pitala. At the morgue, in the hall of justice, 
fifty bodies were on the slabs. The flames 
rapidly approached this building and the 
work of removing the bodies to Jackson 
‘equare, opposite, began. While the soldiers 
and police were carrying the dead to what 
appeared safe places, a shower of bricks 
from a building dynamited to check the 
progress of the sweeping flames injured many 
of the workmen and sent soldier after soldier 
hurrying to the hospital, The work of re- 
moving the bodies stopped and the remainder 
of the dead were left to possible cremation in 
the morgue.

Number of Dead Never Known. 

It will be many days before the complete 
story of the ruin wrought by the double ca- 
lamity of earthquake and fire that visited 
San Francisco will be written and then there 
will still remain untold countless tales of 
pitiful tragedy. The exact loge of life will 
never be known as hundreds of unfortunates 
have been incinerated in the flames which 
made the rescue of those buried under top- 
pling steeples and fallihg walls impossible. 

Roar Precedes First Shock. 

The first shock was at 5:13, and it came 
without warning save a slight reverberating 
roar, the motion of the earth being from east 
to west. The upheaval was gradual, and for 
a few seconds it seemed as if the entire city 
was being Utted slowly upward, and then, 
after perbaps five seconds of the sickening 
rising sensation the shock increased in vio- 
Chtmneys began to fall, the houses trembled 
violently, swayed, and some fell with crashes. 


In an stant the panic began. People 


driven from their beds ran nnelothgd into the 
en dereanting, crying, ah@praying. They 


and asking each other what had happened. 

Many fled in terror to the basements—others 
fainted or fell terrorized in their own homes, 
They were safer than those who rushed into 
the streets at the first awakening—for these 
were struck down by showers of falling 
brick. 


Buildings Sway and Crumble. 

Buildings tottered on their foundations. 
Some rose and fell, and, when falling, the 
fronts or sides burst out as if from explosions, 
hurling tons of brick, mortar, and timbers 
into the streets. Great rents opened ia the 
ground. 

Those who remained indoors generally es- 
caped death or injury, except in cases where 
the entire buildings collapsed, althougn 
hundreds were hurt by falling plaster, pic- 
tures, or flying glass. It is believed that there 
are more or less injured persons in every 
family in the city. 

The great skyscrapers stood the strain 
much better than the brick buildings, or even 
the heavy stone ones, and but few of them 
were badly damaged by the first shock, most 
of them standing, with the terra cotta, brick, 
or stone filling burst out, mere skeletons of 
their former appearance, waiting for the fire 
to complete the destruction, 

There were exceptions even to this. The 
great eleven story Monadnock office building, 
in course of construction, which adjoined the 
Palace hotel, was an exception, part of it 
falling while the rear wall collapsed, and 
great cracks were made across the front.

Flames Burst from Ruins. 

Hardly were the people of the hill district 
out of thelr houses when the dawn to the 
east was lit up in a dozen places by fires 
which had started In the business district 
below. The first of these came with a sheet 
of fire which burst out somewhere in the 
warehouse district, near the water front. 

Men from all over the upper part of town 
streamed down the hills to help. There were 
no cars running, and none could, for the slots 
of the cable cars and the very tracks were 
bent and tossed with the upheavals of the 
ground. 

The fire department responded. Chief Sul- 
livan of the fire department was Gad, killed 
by the cupola of the California hotel, which 
had fallen through the roof of the fire house 
where he was sleeping. His assistant rang 
in a general alarm. 

The firemen, making for the nearest points, 
got their hoses out. There was one rush of 
water and the flow stopped. 

No Water to Fight Fire. 

The great water main, which carries the 
chief water supply of San Francisco, ran 
through the ruined district.

Worst Life Loss in Little Wrecks. 

In these little wrecks most of the lives were 
lost. The great business and municipal buiid- 
ings were stripped or went down with little 
loss of life, owing to the time of day when the 
earthquake occurred. 

These made of San Francisco a picturesque 


ruin, choked with debris- and fallen stone. 


long before the fires finished it. Chief of 
the wrecks was the great city hall, a stone 
plle which cost $7,000,000 and was nearly 
twenty years in building. Its dome 
tell, its walle were rent apart, and it is just 
a great jumble of fallen stone, 

it is reported that some of the police and 
the. emergency hospital fores who spent 
the night in the building were mere and killed 
in its fall. 

Further down the street the new postofiice, 

a $2,000,000 building, was wrecked. 
The roof of the Hobart building fell in, but 
the Postal Telegraph operators who occu- 
pied that building, staid at their posts until 
they were driven out by the dynamiting of 
adjacent buildings. The top floor of the new 
Merchants’ Exchange building fell in. 

The great Millis building stands, but it Is 
cracked and unsafe, and the fire in that part 
of the city will probably finish it. The num- 
ber of three or four story brick buildings 
which went down was too great for any es- 
timate. 


Flames Sweep Over Ruins. 

The flames spread through the ruins with 
wonderful rapidity. San Francisco was pay- 
ing for its careleseness in permitting the ereo- 
tion of wooden buildings in many districts, 
for it was in these districts that the flames, 
gaining great headway, grew: until they 
leaped strets and attacked the majestio 
structures that had withstood the shock of 
the earthquake. 

The shock of fearful explosions of dynamite 
added to the terror. 

The south side of Market street, from 
Ninth down to the bay, was soon ablaze. 
A hundred fires—uniting until they. became 
one, were raging in the Mission district. 

From the hills it seemed as if the entire 
business section of the city was in flames, 
and that everything was doomed. 

The flames were marching down Market 
street towards the bay, destroying every- 
thing in the way. It was as if two columns 
of fire, one three blocks wide, the other four, 
were moving together down toward the water 
front. 


Heart of City Cut Of. 

It was impossible to reach the heart of the 
city without skirting around the hills and 
the shores of the bay—to the foot of Market 
—for the car service was entirely suspend- 


ed, and even then there was danger of being 
cut off by the fire and trapped in the ferry 


houses. 

The fire advanced to within 100 feet of 
the Union Ferry station, at the foot of Mar- 
ket—and that building, already badly shak- 
en and damaged by the earthquake, seemed 
ready to collapse, or fall victim to the 
flames. The wide space in front of it saved 
it, for a time at least, and aithough its great 
tower was tottering and ready to fall, it 
still stood. | 

The flames leaped across Stevenson street 
and wrapped around the magnificent Claus 
Spreckels building, fifteen stories high, 
which was the finest building in San Fran- 
cisco, and within a few minutes that was 
wrapped in flames from bottom to top, while 
the little wooden buildings around it mere- 
ly helped to add to the magnifiéence of the 


bonfire which was consuming the most no- 


ticeasle building in the city. 


Columns of Fire Sweep Everywhere. 
The great columns of fire rushed down 
streets, turned corners, roared through a 
cross street, and leaping entire squares 
or blocks, onwards to the wooden por- 
tion of the town nearer the river.

without water. 


Streets Clogged with Debris. 

The Oakland men were distributed through 
the town to attend to the,lesser fires; which 
were all spreading to make San Francisco

ten or twelve small fires there. In this part 
of town there was some water from the hill 
reservoirs, and this, together with the slow 
burning quality of the redwood of which they 
are mostly built, seems te have saved these 
parts of the town.

Ancient Mission Wiped Out. 

The old adobe mission Dolores built more 
than a hundred years ago and the very nu- 
cleus of the old town of Yerba Buena has 
been destroyed. In that part of the mission 
there is another fire which is sweeping many 
“buildings wholesale. The streets of the mis- 
sion district are choked with débris in places. 

The explosion of the gas tanks was only a 
temporary, check to the escaping gas, for in 
the afternoon it began to shoot out again 
through the.broken mains. Wherever it 
rushed out there was a heavier fre or a new 

‘fire started. 

Firemen began to drop, choked with gas 
fumes The militia, which had been ordered 
out, and the regulars dropped their guns and 
took their places, Men from the water de- 
partment had been working all the morning 
to make connections between the lower city 
and the hill reservoirs. °

Shipping Escapes Flames. 

In the general: disaster no one paid much 
attention to the shipping In the harbor, Hun- 
dred of vessels lay tied up at the decks thet 
fringe the city almost to the Golden Gate.

most of them slipped their cables and slid 


out into the stream. 

While the water front fire togk all the Ut- 
tle buildings along the wharves and most of 
the warehouses, with their stores of wheat 
and merchandise, it missed the docks them- 
selves and no vessels were burned. The an- 
chorage in the bay was crowded. 

There was some indignation because ‘cer- 
tain ferryboats under orders refused to come 
into the docks and take people away when 
the troops permitted the refugees to leave 
the city. | 

It was reported in the morning that two 
vessels were wrecked. It is Impossible to 
confirm this. 

Early in the day the fear of a tidal wave 
added to the terror in the town.

Even if it had it would have 
affected only the thinly populated district 
lying out toward the Pacific ocean. The

The 8, o'clock shock, 
the heaviest after the big one, drove even 
those who had determined to stay by the 
stricken city to look for a means of escape 
by water. ‘ 


Wild Rush for Ferries. 

There are only two ways out of San Fran- 
cleco, one is by rail to the south and down 
| the Santa Clara valley; the other is by water 
to Oakland, the overland terminal. Most ot 
the Californians, trying to get out of the 
quaking, dangerous city, made by instinct for 
the ferry, since they knew that the shocks 
always travel heavily to the south, down the 
Santa Clara valley. 

As for the easterrers, they had come by 
ferry and they started to get out by ferry. 
But when the half dressed people, carrying 
the ridiculous bundles snatched uy in time or 
panic, reached Montgomery street, they founa 
their way blocked by ten blocks of fire. 

They piled up on the edge of this district, 
fighting with the police, who held them 
back and turned them again toward the 
hills. They must stay inthecity. Ifit went, 
they went with it. 

The troops ended their last hope of get- 
ting out of town. So great had been the dis- 
order that, as afternoon came on and the 
earth seemed to be quieting down, they en- 
forced strict laws against movement. 


Troops Stop Run on Banks. 


This stopped a strange feature of the dis- 
aster—@ run on the bande by people who 
wanted to get out their money and go.

Danger of Famine Threatens. 

To add to the horrors of the situation thé 
danger of famine is threatened. Already 
food is scarce. Even water is selling by the 
glass. 

Unless supplies and aid reach the cfty with- 
in twenty-four hours starvation will add to 
the awful calamity. 

The city is under martial law and all the 
downtown streets are patrolled by cavalry 
and infantry. Details of troops are also 


guarding the banks. 
Most of the principal buildings have already 


been destroyed and others are in imminent 


Ganger. Over all the scene of desolation 
hangs a dense pall of smoke. 


With Background of Flame. 

For three miles along the water front 
buildings have been swept clean and tonight 
the blackened beams and great skeletons of 
factories and offices stand silhouetted against 
a background of flame that is slowly epread- 
ing over the entire city. 

The whole commercial and office section 
of the city on the north side of Market street 
from the ferry building to Tenth street has 
been consumed in the inferno of fames, while 
hardly a bulMing is standing in the district 
south of Market street. 

At 2 o'clock in the afternoon, despite the 
heroic work of the firemen and the troops 
of a@ynamiters, who razed building after 
building and blew up property valued at 
millions, the flames spread across Market 
street to the north side and swept up Mont- 
gomery street, practically to Washington 
street.

The fire swept down the streets so rapidly 
that it was practically impossible to save 
anything in {te way. It reached the Grand 
opera house on Mission street and in a mo- 
ment had burned through the roof. The 
Metropolitan Opera company from New York 
had just opened its season there, and all the 
expensive scenery and costumes soon were 
reduced te ashes. The company opened a two 
weeks’ engagement Monday night. 


Theater in Path of Fire. 


The Grand opera house wag one of the oldest 
theaters in San Francisco. It was located 
on Mission etreet, between Third and Fourth 
streets, and for a number of years was the 
leading playhouse of the city. In 1885, when 
business began to move off of Mission street 
and to seek modern structures, this ‘play- 
house was closed for some time and later 
devoted to vaudeville. Within the last four 
years, however, numerous fine buildings 
have been erected on Mission street, and the 
Grand opera house has been used by many 
of the leading independent theatrical com- 
panies. The performance Tuesday night by 
the Metropolitan Opera company was Car- 
men,” with Caruso and Fremsted in the lead- 
ing roles. 


Fire Attacks 8 

From the opera house the fire leaped from 
building to building, leveling them almost to 
the ground in quick succession. The Dallyß 
Call editorial and mechanical departments 
were destroyed in a few minutes and the 
flames leaped across Stevenson street toward 
the fine fifteen story stone and iron Claus 
Spreckles building, which, with its lofty 
dome, is the most notable edifice in San 
Francisco. Two small wooden buildings 
furnished fuel te ignite the splendid pile. 
Thousands of people watched the tongues of 
flame licking the stone walls. 

At firat no impression was made, but sud- 
denly there was a cracking of glass and an 
entrance was effected. The interior fur- 
nishings of the fourth floor were the first to 
go. Then, almost in an instant, smoke issued 
from the top of the dome. 


Crowd Moved by Spectacle. 


This was followed by a most spectacular 
illumination. The round windows of the 
dome shone Hke so many full moons; they 
burst and gave vent to long waving stream- 
ers of fame. The crowd watched the spec- 
tacle with bated breath. One woman wrung 
her hands and burst into tears. ’ 

“It is so terrible,” she sobbed. 

The tall and slender structure which had 
withstood the forces of the earth appeared 
doomed to fall a prey to fire. After a while, 
however, the light grew less intense and the 
flames, finding nothing more to consume, 
gradually went out, leaving the building 
standing, but its interior completely burned 
out. 


Breeze Spreads Flames. 

The flames, fanned by the rising breeze, 
swept down the main wholesale business 
streets to within 100 feet of the union ferry 
depot, the high tower of which stood at a 
dangerous angle. 

The big wholesale grocery establishment of 
Wellman, Peck & Co. was on fire from cellar 
to roof, and the heat was so oppressive that 
passengers from the ferry boats were 
obliged to keep close to the water s edge in 
order to get past the burning structure. It 
was impossible to reach the center of the 
city from the bay without skirting the shore 
for a long distance, so as to get entirely 
around the burning district. 


Science Building Burned. 

The Parrott building, in which were locatea 
the .chambers of the State Supreme court, 
the lower floors being devoted to an immense 
department store, was ruined, though its 
massive walls were not all destroyed. A lit- 
tle further down Market street the Academy 
of Sciences and the Jennie Flood building 
and the History building kindled and burnea 
like #0 much tinder. Sparks carried across 
the wide street, ignited the Phelan building, 
and the army headquarters of the depart- 
ment of California, Gen. Funston command- 
ing, were burned. | 

Still nearing the bay, the waters of which 
did the firemen good service, along the docks, 
the fire took the Rialto building, a handsome 
skyscraper, end converted scores of solid 
business blocks into smeélidering piles of 
brick. 


City Hall Wrecked. 

The fire covered an area of so many square 
miles, the heat was so fierce, and the smoke 
so blinding that it was difficult to tell at 

“which moment any particular building burst 
into flames. 

The city hall was badly wrecked and its 
interior destroyed by fire. It stood a mile 
and a half from the water front. It was an 
imposing structure with a dome 150 feet 
high. The building covers about three acres 
and cost more than 87 000.000.

Palace Hotel Guests Flee. 

The Palace hotel, before it was attacked 
by the flames, was the scene of much ex- 
citement, the guests leaving in haste when 
the earthquake aroused them, many only 
with the clothing they wore. Thinking that 
the hotel. being surrounded. on all sides by 
‘streets, might remain immune, many re- 
turned and made arrangements for the re- 
moval of their belongings, though little could 


be taken away, owitig to the utter absence t 
portation facilities.

Then the fire swept over e uh the 
hotel and it went the way of the other * 
buildings surrounding it. 

The hotel, which was a seven story building 
about 800 feet square, was built thirty years 
ago by the late Senator Sharon, whose estate 
was in the courts for many years. At the 
time it was erected the Palace was consid- 
ered the best equipped hotel in the west. 


Newspapers Burned Out, 

The burned offices of the three morning pa- 
pers, the Chronicle, the Call, and the Bxam- 
iner, are located within 100 feet of each other. 
The Chronicle building, situated at the cor- 
ner of Market and Kearny streets, was a ten 
story steel frame structure, and one of the 
finest of its character put up in San Fran- 
cisco. 

The Spreckels building, in which was lo- 
cated the business office of the Call, is A- 
teen stories high and narrow. The editorial 
rooms, composing room, and pressrooms are 
in a small three story building immediately 
in the rear of the Spreckels building. 

Just across Third street was the home of 
the Examiner, seven stories high, with a 
frontage of 100 feet on Market street. It 
collapsed at the first shock of the earthquake 
and its ruins were on fire in a moment. 


Devastation on Water Front. 

The greatest destruction occurred in that 
part of the city which was reclaimed from 
San Francisco bay. Much of the devasted 
district was at one time low, marshy ground, 
entirely qgbvered by water at high tide. 

As the city grew it became necessary to 
fill in many acres of this low ground in order 
to reach deep water.. The Merchants’ Ex- 
change building, a fourteen story steel struct- 
ure, was situated on the edge of this re- 
claimed ground. It had just been completed, 
and the executive offices of the Southern Pa- 
cific company occupied 5 greater part of the 
building. 

The damage by the tables to the real- 
dence portion of the city, the finest part of 
which is on Nob hill and Pacific heights, 
seems te have been. slight. On Nob hill are 
the residences of many of the millionaires 
who, in the early "70s, became wealthy 
through mining investments or the construe- 
tion of the Central Pacific railroad. They 
include the Stanfords, Huntingtone, Hop- 
kinses, Crockers, Floods, and others. The 
magnificent Fairmount hotel, not yet com- 
pleted, stands on the brink of Nob hill, over- 
looking the bay. net seriously dam- 
aged. 

The construction of the hotel was started 
by Mrs. Herman O¢lrichs of New York, as 
a monument to her father, the late United 
States Senator James Fair, but she recently 
sold it to local people.for $3,000,000, _ 
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Named by Mayor 


San Francisco, Cal., April 18.—At an ‘early 
hour’ this morning Mayor Schmitz, who has 


established his office at police headquarters,

‘ Military to Rescue. 

While the city was burning, in fact, almost 
before the flames had fairly started upon 
its career of devastation, Mayor Schmits 
summoned Chief of Police Dinan to his office 
and requested Brig, Gen. Funston, command- 
igg the department of the Pacific, to meet 
him for consultation’ over the necessary 
police measures. 

Gen. Funston, at the mayor’s request, 
took entire charge of the policing of the 
streets. As a result, before 9 o’clock a 
thousand men from the Presidio arrived 
downtown to patrol the city streets. The 
Thirteenth infantry, 1,000 strong, arrived 
from Angel island a little later and went on 
patrol duty at once. The soldiers were 
ordered to shoot down all thieves caught in 
the act of robbing the dead and to guard 
with their lives the millions of dollars’ worth 
of property which has been placed in the 
streets that it may escape the ravages of 
the flames. 


Mayor Issues Proclamation. 
At a meeting of the committee of safety

today Mayor Schmitz issued the following’ 


proclamation: 

“To the Citizens of San Francisco: The 
federal troops, which are now policing a por- 
tion of the city, as well as the regular and 
special members of the police force, have 
been authorized by me to kill any persons 
whomsoever found engaged in looting the 
effects of any citizens or otherwise engaged 
in the commission of crime. 

Under these circumstances 1 request 
all citizens whose business does not imper- 
atively require their absence from home after 
dark, to remain at home during the night time 
until order shall have been restored I beg to 
warn all citisens of the danger of fre on ac- 
count of defective or destroyed chimneys, 
gas pipes, gas fixtures, and the like.

Care for Dead and Injured. 


In all the confusion and panic, while the 
greater part of the city was engulfed in a sea 
of flames, measures were taken for the care of 
the dead and injured. A never ending stream 
of wagons, automobiles, police patrols, car- 
riages, and ambulances carried the dead and 
injured to the Harbor Emergency and other 
hospitals. Hundreds of physicians hurried to 
the hospitals to volunteer their services. 

While five dying men were being taken 
from the collapsed building at Sécond and 
Jessie streets, Fathers Hogan, Rogers, and 
Huber of St. Patrick's church granted them 
the last rites of the Catholic church. This 
ceremony was performed while a mass of 
coping overhead threatened to crush the 
priests to death. Three of the men died. 

A shoemaker named Joseph Lindsay was 
four hours in a Gemolished building, and 
when dug out it was found that he had not 
been hurt. 


Guarding the Food Supply. 
Mayor Schmitz early sent out word to the 


_bakerfes and milk stations throughout the 


city that thelr food supply must be harbored 
for the homeless. Provisions already have 
been made to place tents in every park in the 
city and in these those who have lest all 
will be given food and shelter. 

Early in the morning the prisoners confined 
in the city prison on the @fth floor of the 
Hall of Justice were transferred into the 
basement of the structure. Later they were 
removed to the Broadway jail, and, if neces- 
sity arises, they will be taken to the branch 
county jail on the Mission road. « 


Will Pay Insurance. 
Commissioner E. Myron Wolfe announced 
at noon today that the eighty odd fire insur- 
ance companies interested had decided to 
pay dollar for- dollar to every one insured 
with them. The companies will not dis- 
oriminate between fire and tarthquake and 
every one insyred will be paid to the extent 
of the loss. But two of the companies ak- 
fected are Pacific coast concerns, the others 
haying principal offices. in the east or in 
Europe, and all will stand the loss without 
danger of failure.

FUNSTON TO TAFT: 1,000 DEAD, 


Military Authorities. in Washington 
Take Steps to Rush Assistance to 
the Stricken City... 


Washington, D. C., April 18.—Secretary 
Taft has telegraphed to Gen, Funston at Gan 
Francisco as follows: 

“I wish you would report what measures 
you have taken, under what authority acting, 
how many people need your assistance and 
supplies, and that you would give passes for 
representatives of press associations. Wire 
me as soon as possible. Tarr.” 

Gen. Funston replied that much assistance 
would be necessary; that 1,000 persons prob- 
ably were dead and many thousands home- 
less. 

The dispatch from Gen. Funston was de- 
livered to Secretary Taft by his secretary, 
Mr. Carpentér. Secretary Taft immediately 
summoned Brig. Gen. Bell, the chief of staff, 
and’ Brig. Gen. Sharpe, the commissary gen- 
eral. They held a conference. Orders were 
aecided upon and dispatched to the army post 
at Portland, the most convenient to San 
Francisco, dipecting that all tents necessary 
be , furnished ‘and ali commissary supplies 
necessary be purchased at Portland and for- 
warded with the greatest expedition. The 
officers at Portiand also were directed to 
confer with Gen. Funston as to whether 
additional troops are needed, and that if more 
tre found necessary they be dispatched to 
the stricken city. 

Gen. A. W. Greely can throw 3.000 solditrs 
into the city from the Presidio and fortifica- 
tions adjoining San Francisco. At the Presi- 
dio there are three companies of the Four- 
teenth cavalry, three batteries of fleld artil- 
lery? and ten ‘companies’ of coast artillery. 
At Fort Mason there are two companies of 
engineers. Fort McDowell has five compa- 
nies of infantry, Fort Baker has two compa- 
ries of coast artillery,.dnd at Alcatraz island 
there are five more companies of infantry. 

Phe total number of tents available is 3,345, 
ranging in size from small tents capable of 
accommodating six persons to hospital and 
wall tents which would shelter ten times 
that ‘number. In an emergency temporary 
shelter can be afforded by these tents to 
20,000 persons. '

The 
money loss has been $100,000,000, An 
area of eight square miles, one hundred 
city blocks, has been laid waste. There are 
no shops of importance left, elther whole- 
sale or retail. No one at present can tell 
what the loss of life has been. The city 
will be fortunate to escape with as few as 
500 deaths from earthquake shock or fire. 

Surrounding towns have suffered. Berke- 
ly, Oakland, and San José report death 
and ruin. Leland Stanford university hae 
lost all its buildings but one. The insane 
asylum at Agnew’s has collapsed with 
heavy loss among its 700 inmates. San 
Francisco is under martial law, Gen. Funs- 
ton in command, with United States troops 
to protect what ie left of the city. 
‘Chicago extents her sympathy to San 
Francisco. The world was generous to 
Chicago in the days of 1871. San Fran- 
cisco relatively has suffered more than Chi- 
cago did, and needs help. All America will 
answer and Chicago will not let the other 
cities outdo her in generosity. San Frap- 
cisco will rise again more splendid than 
ever. The Golden Gate can never lose its 
commercial importance, and it is impose 
sible that there should not be a great city 
there.

The consti- 
tution reads nor shall private property be 
taken for public use without just compensa- 
tion.” If it were proposed that taxation 
should become confiscatory the point.srould 
be made that that would be an attempt to 
take private property for public use without 
just compensation, or an attempt to use the 
taxing power unlawfully to carry out a 
theory as to the baneful influence of great 
fortunes.

Most Terrible of Harthquakes. 
“ Judging from what I hear, it must be a 
thousand times more terrible than the Iro- 
quois fire, and Chicagoans can appreciate 
that better than any other comparison,“ sald 
Reiss. “ There have been hundreds of quakes 
in the city, so many that the people had 
ceased to wonder and fear them. But this, of 
course, d more terrible than any In the past: | 
“In the fire swept district, now propably 
destroyed, is the Sailors’ home, one of the 
landmarks of the city, more than sixty years 
old. It was built just after the gold rush 
began, and the brick were carried around 
Cape Horn, probably costing $1 each. 
Chinatown is also in the burning district, 
and the horror of the scene cannot be 
imagined by a person who never has been in 
San Francisco when there was an earth- 
quake. The Chinamen became terror strick- 
en, running into the streets and burning in- 
cense and praying to their deity for deliver- 
ance from his ‘wrath. I have little doubt but 
that many of them have been burned ‘to 
death if the fire was at all serious in the 
locality of their settlement.“ 
Mr. Reiss left for San Francisco on an 
afternoon train. . 


Alarmed by the Reports. 
Robert A. Redmond of San Francisco 
reached the city shortly after the first bul- 
letin announced the disaster here. He was 
informed of the earthquake when he regis- 
tered at the Auditorium. After he had heard 
the additional reports he rushed up to Clerk 
Ernest Ruel and excitedly asked when the 
first train left for San Francisco. 

My God,” he cried, “* I'm afraid my wife 
and chiildrem are killed. I must get back by 
the first limited.” 

He ran to the street and took a cab to a 
railroad station. 

P. L. Shuman, who was at the Stratford. 
also was worried, for he left his wife at home 
in Burlingame, ten miles north of Palo Alto. 
“T hope she is safe, he said last night, 
“but I am waiting anxiously for news by 
wire. The earthquake will be a terrible blow 
to San Francisco, but I believe the city will

by the quake. In the evening many of 
those who had found it impossible to gain 
the desired information regarding their 
friends left Chicago for the wrecked city.

There are slight Indications that Chicago 
may experience an earthquake within a few 
years, according to Prof. J. Paul Goode of the 
University of Chicago geology faculty. The 
presence of certain species of rock in the 
earth inside or near the city limits, he be- 
lieves, is an indication of a condition that 
might result in- the dismantling of a portion 
‘of the city. 

“There is no absolute geological proof 
that Chicago may have an earthquake in 
the next few years, Prof. Goode declared, 
One can detect slight symptoms, however, 
Certain formations of certain kinds of rock 
underneath Chicago might be taken as an 
indication. Af earthquake is as simple as 
the breaking of a timber. 

“I believe that the seat of the disturbance 
at San Francisco was about seven miles be- 
low the surface of the earth. It was quite 
probably a slipping of the crust of the earth. 
Generally one block of the crust slips up 
while the other slips down. The focus of the 
disturbance may be noted by the direction 
of the cracks in the wrecked buildings. 

“The Sierra Madré mountains are young 
and are growing slowly, and no doubt their 
growing was the cause of the earthquake.“ 


417 Earthquakes in City. 

According to Rollin D. Salisbury of the 
university, California has experienced close 
to 1,000 earthquakes, of which number 417 
have occurred in San Francisco. 

„Previous to 1887, 948 earthquake shocks 
have been recorded in California,“ he stated. 
„Ot these 417 have taken place in San Fran- 
cisco. Since that date the earthquake record 
of California so far as available is as fol- 
lows: 1888. 38: 1889, 40; 1800, 30; 1891, 21; 
1802, 42; 1893, 41; 1804, 33; 1895, 36; 1896, 40; 
1898, 26. 

The majority of ‘thts large number of 
earthquakes were the merest tremors, Many 
of them would have passed unnoticed but 
for the existence of various points of seismo- 
graphs, which record movements much too 
slight to be sensible. 

** Practically half the earthquakes record- 
ed in California have been felt in the vicin- 
ity of San. Francisco. Only a few, however, 
were severe enough to be destructive. The 
most severe was April 19, 1902. Others se- 
vere enough to be destruetive occurred April 
21, 1892, and March 90, 1888. A careful ree- 
ord of .earthquakes and of earth tremors 
has deen made at Lick observatory. and on 
Mount Hamilton.” | 

Chicago in Less Danger. 

According to Prof. Ulysses S. Grant, head 
of the geology department at Northwestern 
university, there ip no city in the country in 
which a great earthquake could be more de- 
structive than in San Francisco, because the 
western city is built on @ solid formation 
of rock.

Train schedules of the Southern Pacific 
railroad were abandoned and not a single 
train, could be moved out of Oakland, across 
the bay from San Francisco, yesterday. Re- 
ports received at the Southern Pacific local 
officés stated that tracks and equipment 
were badly damaged. 

Information-reached E. L. West, superin- 
tendent of the railway mall service, that con- 
ditions in the stricken city were much worse 
than at first reported in Chicago. 

„% Mail service from San Francisco will be 
hampered almost beyond description,” said 
Mr. West. “Incoming mails from China, 
Japan, and other foreign mals will have to 
be landed at some other port. This will re- 
sult in a delay of several days on mails for 
eastern points.” 

Ferry Service Is Abandoned. 

There are two main dispatches of mail from 
San Francisco daily. One is scheduled to 
leave at 9 a. m., arriving in Chicago at 7 a. m. 
three days later. The other leaves at 6:40 
p. m. and arrives in Chicago 11:30 a. m. three 
days later. It is believed by local postal of- 

ficials that no mail left San Francisco yes- 
terday. 

Officials of the Southern Pacific railroad 
were busy all day trying to get in com- 
munication with the city. Reports received 
from the superintendent at Oakland declared 
that ferry service between Oakland and San 
Francisco is abandoned and all electrical 
power has been shut off. 

R. O. Cowling, chief clerk in the Southern 
Pacific office of the*director of maintenance 
and operation, said: An effort will be made 
to make up trains at Sacramento, Mail for 
eastern points which usually comes in over 
the Chicago, Milwaukee and St. Paul and the 
Chicago and Northwestern railroads prob- 
ably will be handled from Sacramento.“

It is 
not a modern city in its construction, as 
may be seem from the fact that its total 
premiums reach only $2,985,000, as compared 
with about $8,000,000 for Chicago. Of the 
amount written in San Francisco last year 
the American compänies wrote $1,645,000 and 
the foreign companies about $1,340,000. Es- 
timatint these premiums at 1 per cent of the 
insurance makes a total of nearly $300,- 
000,000 spread over the city.”

NO AGREEMENT ON RATE BILL. 


Democratic Senators Meet, but Much II- 
Feeling Is Apparent and Mem- 
bers Adjourn. 


Washington, D. C., April 18.—With consid- 
erable ill feeling and go agreement: on any 
phase of the controversy on the raſlroad' rate 
bill, a conference of democratic senators, 
which continued practially all day, was ad- 
journed without any date having been fixed 
for another gathering.

BALLOON PARTY MAKES 5, 00 
FOOT DROP IN FIVE MINUTES. 


Ascends 7,576 Feet and Gets Photo- 
gtaphs of Mountain Lakes Still 
Covered with Ice. 


Winsted, Conn., April 18.—[ Special. Count 
Henry de la Vaulx, the French aeronaut, and 
Augustus Post, A. M: Herring, and Alan R. 
Hawley, all members of the Aero Club of 
America and residing in New. York, who 
ascended from Pittsfield, Mass., at 12:84 to- 
day, using the tount’s large balloon, “ La 
Centaure, landed safely on thé farm of C. 
R. Fritz in North Colbrook, six miles north 
of here, at 2:21 this afternoon. About thirty- 
five miles were traversed, and the highest 
altitude reached was 6,576 feet above sea 
level, or 7,576 feet above the starting point. 

The party encountered many ascending 
and descending currents, and the record on 
the chart recorded one drop of 5,000 feet in 
five minutes. That, declared Mr. Hawley, 
was the eatest sensation he ever experi- 
enced, although the count says that he has 
dropped fully that distance in less time on 
the other side. With a panoramic camera 
the aeronauts secured many excellent views, 
including those of lakes in the mountains still 
covered with ice. 


‘KILL A COSSACK OFFICER. 


Assassins Make Their Escape—Father 
Gapon Disappears and It Is Feared 
He Has Been Kidnaped. 


ST. PETERSBURG, April 18.—The Cossack 
officer, Abramoff, who mistreated Maria 
Spiridonovo, the revolutiohist, while she was 
in prison, has been assassinated at Boris- 
sogliebsk. He was shot April 16 and died 
yesterday. The crime was committed in the 
center of the town, but Abramoff's assassins, 
whose identity are unknown, succeeded in 
making their escape. 

Father Gapon, the labor leader, mysterious- 
ly disappeared about a week ago, and his 
wife i¢ greatly alarmed, fearing foul play 
on the part of his enemies, as the polite in- 
‘sist that he has not been arrested and that 
they known nothing of his whereabouts. 

It is considered possible that Gapon has 
been kidnaped by his enemies, as was the 
case a fortnight ago with Urusoff, one of 
the workmen’s delegates, who, suspected of 
being in alliance with the government, was 
captured by the social democrats and con- 
veyed to Helsingfors, Finland, where he was 
subjected to torture.

LENS, France, April 18.— Strikers march- 
ing from Lievin sacked the residence of a 
mine official, and, tearing down the shutters 
used them as shields against the weapons of 
the soldiers, a number of whom were injured 
by missiles in a conflict near here today. The 
troops were compelled to call for reinforce- 
ments, and cavalry charges followed, The 
strikers sought refuge behind the railroad 
embankment’and erected a barricade, from 
which position they were dislodged by 
gendarmes. A number of miners were 
wounded, The market at Lievin was partly 
pillaged and the dealers fled, 

Fighting between troops and strikers con- 
tinued throughout the afternoon. After a 
time a magistrate read the riot act, and the 
soldiers loaded their rifles with ball cart- 
ridges, whereupon the strikers dispersed.

“BLACK POPE” DIES AT ROME: 


Father Louis Martin, for Fourteen Years 
General of the Order of Jesuits, 
Victim of Cancer. 


ROME, April 18—Father Louis Martin, 
general of Jesuits, known as the Black 
Pope,” died today. He had been suffering 
from a cancer of the chest. 


Father Martin had been genéral of Jesuits 
since 1892. He born at Dedger, Spain, 
in 1846. He became rector of the famous 
University of Salamanca in 178. In 1886 
he became provincial of the Jesuits in Cas- 
tile, and he was one of the chancellors ap- 
pointed by the general, Pather Anderledy, to 
govern the order following his death in 1892. 
When the electors assembled a month later 
Father Martin was chosen head of the order. 
He. opposed the Americanization of the 
Catholic church in the United States and 
was sued by an Italian editor for alleged 
service in putting down the movement for 
that purpose. He admitted he disliked the 
attitude of some American prelates, but de- 
niet he owed the editor anything and the 
latter was nonsuited. The pope gave Father. 
Martin, after he lost hie arm, a special per- 
mit to continue to say mass.

The use of window boxes ig not to be recom- 
mended extensively except in crowded down- 
town districts, apartment houges, and hotels, 
where they are effective in relieving the 
monotony of otherwise bare windows and 
verandas. Where it is possible, however, to 
grow the hardy types of climbers in the 
ground they will be found far superior to 
boxes planted in the window or on the 
veranda. 

A window box is usually eight inches to a 
foot in depth, and the same in width, the 
length varying. It should never be less than 
six inches deep. It should be made of sev- 
en-eighths inch lumber and should conform 
in shape to the window or veranda to which 
&%& is attached. It should be either hung to 
the veranda railing or rest on brackets. It 


Every one recognizes the charm of a pool 
of water in which there are a few gold fish. 
Add to this pool a few water lilies, scien- 
tifically known as nymphea; a few water 
hyacinths for the border, and a plant or 
two of parrot’s feather, and a transforma- 
tion of increased delight will be wrought.

| AMONG THE 


NEW. BOOKS. | 


A book of more than ordinary intérest just 
now bears the suggestive title PANAMA 
TO PATAGONIA” (A. C. McClurg & Co.), 
and is from the pen of Charles M. Pepper, 
a distinguished newspaper man who has 
traveled extensively, especially in the Batin- 
American countries. He is also a member 
of the permanent Pan-American railway 
committee. In this exhaustive work, which 
abounds in illustrations and descriptive maps, 
he discusses the economic effect of the Pana- 
ma canal, with special reference to the com- 
mercial and industrial development of the 
west coast countries of South America, and 
describes the geographical radius of the 
canal. He contends that the Andes moun- 
tains form no real barrier to trade, and ad- 
vances the proposition that the Pacific coast 
traffic, on account of the facilities afforded 
by the waterway, will in the future constitute 
a larger proportion of the total of South 
American commerce. He foresees a north 
and south trade current as an assured result 
of the canal. In discussing the construction 
of the canal he asserts that the actual labor 
will be done by negroes from the West In- 
dies. A series of Gescriptive chapters treats 
of the resources, topography, political prog- 
ress, fiscal systems, native races, and social 
conditions of the west coast republics, not 
forgetting the nitrate business of which 
Chile robbed Peru. A chapter of “ Travel 
Hinte gives many useful suggestions re- 
garding modes of living and methods of 
travel for those who expect to visit the west 
coast countries or to engage in business 
there, especial emphasis being placed upon 
the necessity.of a knowledge of the Spanish 
language. The concluding chapter is de- 
voted to a consideration of the Monroe doc- 
‘trine, or rather to commerce as the basis 
of the new: Monroe doctrine.“ In the au- 
thor’s opinion the canal enlarges the com- 
mercial opportunity of the United States in 
a degree commensurate with the increased 
responsibility, and industrial investments and 
trade furnish the concrete basis which here- 
tofore has been lacking for the doctrine.

MORE BOULEVARDS SOUGHT ° 


FROM SOUTH PARK BOARD. 


Requests Presented by President of Chi- 
cago Real Estate Body and Citizens of 
Second Ward. 


At the annual meeting of the south park 
commissioners yesterday A. Walton waa 
reélected president of the ‘board, and Com- 
missioner E. J. Rainey was named as au- 
Gitor. J. J. Mitchell was chosen treasurer, 
to succeed John R. Wahn, who resigned 
shortly after the Chicago National bank 
failed. All of the remaining officers were 
elected to serve another term. 

A letter from Charles D. Rich 1 - 
dent of the Chicago real estate asking 
the commissioners to codperate in a plan 
to make boulevards of certain downtown 


streets, was referred to a committee. The 
letter suggested making boulevards of La 
Salle street from Jackson boulevard to the 
river and of Washington street from the 
river to Michigan avenue. 

To relieve the congestion In Michigan ave- 
nue, a communication from Second ward 
citizens suggested an ordinance providing 
that South Park avenue from Twenty-ninth 
to Thirty-third street, twénty-ninth street 
to Prairie avenue, Prairie avenue to Sixteenth 
street, and Sixteenth street to Michigan ave- 
nue be turned over for boulevard purposes. 
The commissioners gave their conditional as- 
sent to the plan, and will look into the matter 
further. 

A less expensive plan of lighting Michigan 
avenue was suggested. To put in lights from 
Jackson boulevard to Twelfth street like the 
ones at present in front of the Auditorium 
would cost $10,000 a year, which is looked 
upon by the commissioners as prohibitive. 
Arc lights, 100 feet apart; for the 0 dis- 
tance would cost $2,000 a year.
